To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Belford  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  during  the  year,  I966. 

There  are  few  changes  in  the  vital  statistics  other  than  the  customary 
year  to  year  fluctuations,  which  are  not  significant. 

The  birth  rate  was  slightly  less  than  in  I965  and  there  was  one 
infant  death,  whereas  in  the  previous  year  there  was  none. 

The  overall  death  rate  was  also  lower  in  I966  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  the  established  pattern  for  causes  of  death  was  followed.  More 
than  half  the  deaths  were  due  to  cardio  vascular  disease  and  vascular 
lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system,  and  malignancy  was  the  second 
largest  group  of  causes. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  there  is  little  to  report.  There  were 
56  cases  of  measles  which  was  a big  increase  upon  the  previous  year  aind 
illustrates  the  well  known  two  yearly  cycle  of  this  illness.  There  was 
a single  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  disease  still  smoulders 
on  in  small  numbers,  and  although  every  precaution  is  taken  in  vigorously 
following  up  all  contacts,  it  is  likely  to  be  some  time  before  the  disease 
is  finally  eradicated. 

The  immunisation  and  vaccination  levels  of  the  district  are  satisfactory. 
It  is  most  important  that  these  levels  are  maintained. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  lists  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  his  favourable  comments  on  the  food  hygiene 
standards  in  the  district.  There  has  been  a very  considerable  improvement 
in  the  district  within  the  last  year  or  two  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  good 
standard  will  be  maintained. 
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Housing  gives  little  cause  for  concern  in  the  Belford  Rural 
District.  There  is  no  slum  problem  and  it  may  be  stated  that  virtually 
all  housing  in  the  district  is  of  a very  good  standard. 

1966  was  clouded  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Kirk,  v/ho  had  served  the 
district  for  many  years  as  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I would  like  here  to  add  my  tribute  to  the  work  that  Mr.  Kirk  had  done 
in  the  district.  The  rising  standards  of  hygiene  throughout  the 
district  were  in  no  small  measure,  due  to  his  efforts. 

This  will  be  my  last  Annual  Report  to  the  Council.  I am  leaving 
the  district  to  take  up  another  appointment,  and  I should  like  to 
express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
interest  and  support  during  the  whole  time  I have  been  here.  In 
particular,  I v/ould  like  to  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  Belford  Rural 
District  Council  staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation.  It  is  now  six 
years  since  I came  to  the  district  and  I will  be  leaving  vdth  the 
very  happiest  memories.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Coupany  continue  to  maintain  all  the 
public  supplies  to  the  area  satisfactorily  so  far  as  quantity  is  concerned. 

The  laying  of  a new  6”  main  feed  to  Beadnell  from  the  Elford  main  has 
been  temporarily'"  halted  at  Annstead  Bridge,  due  to  the  delay  in  the  road 
V\;idening  scheme  from  Annstead  to  Beadnell.  This  delay  is  likely  to  be 
overcome  in  the  early  future  and  this  supply  together  with  the  existing 
should  prevent  any  complaint  of  shortage  Vifhen  the  holiday  development  at 
Beadnell  takes  place. 

The  Belford  supply  has  been  the  subject  of  some  concern,  due  to  its 
regular  contamination  and  the  difficulty  of  successful  chlorination.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  considering  the  extension  of  the 
trunk  main  from  --'arenford  to  Belford  in  an  endeavour  to  provide  the  village 
with  a pure  and  wholesome  supply.

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SEV/ERAGE . 

At  the  end  of  the  year^  work  was  about  to  comence  on  the  provision 
of  a corjninutor  at  the  outfall  at  Beadnell.  This  nachinery  should  prevent 
any  coaplaint  of  pollution  of  the  foreshore. 

The  Council  agreed  during  the  year  to  a uajor  scheue  for  the  treatment 
of  sev/age  at  Bamhurgh  incorporating  a Disintegrator  Station  on  the  Dunes 
and  a Pumping  Station  at  The  VJynding.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  await 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  inquiry. 

The  works  at  Belford  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  apart 
from  one  incident  during  the  August  flooding,  the  effluent  discharged  to 
the  Burn  v;as  well  within  the  Rivers  Board  requirements. 

PUBLIC  CLEAHSIHG. 

The  service  operated  reasonably  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Apart  from  peak  periods  little  overtime  was  necessary  on  the  collection  of 
house  refuse. 

Trade  refuse  continues  to  be  collected  but  dinring  the  yearthe  Council 
agreed  to  alter  the  charges  from  a fixed  sun  per  premise  to  a sliding 
scale  dependent  upon  the  quantity  of  refuse  to  be  collected  and  time  spent 
on  its  collection.  This  system  of  charging  would  appear  to  be  a fairer 
method  in  so  far  that  those  producing  most  refuse  pay  the  most. 

The  move  to  Embleton  Tip  took  place  in  December  and  as  yet  it  is  too 
early  to  accurately  assess  the  difference  this  will  make.  The  Council's 
agreement  to  purchase  a nev/,  larger  vehicle  Vifill  compensate  this  move  but 
this  will  be  offset  against  the  trend  of  an  increase  in  the  bulk  of  the 
refuse.  I would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Staig  for  his 
co-operation  in  this  matter. 

The  Tip  at  Belford  Moor  has  been  reasonably  well  maintained  during  the 
year.  The  picture  at  Bamburgh  was  not  so  bright  due  to  the  action  of 
vandals  setting  firs  to  the  tip  from  time  to  time. 
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PUBLIC  COITVEITIMCES . 

The  conveniences  have  heen  v/ell  maintained  during  the  yearj  vri-th  less 
damage  hy  vandals  than  previously,  except  at  the  Broad  Road  Sea  Shelter. 
Due  to  its  isolation  this  convenience  is  used  "by  hooligans  from  outside 
the  district  as  a hase  of  operation  for  vandalism,  Vi/ith  consequent  damage 
to  the  convenience. 

CAI'/IPlUG  AM)  CARAVAI^. 

All  the  sites  were  well  used  hy  tourists  and  holiday  makers  and  the 
proprietors  maintained  a high  standard  of  cleanliness.  It  was  necessary 
on  one  occasion  to  bring  a site  owner’s  attention  to  uncleanliness  in 
sanitary  accommodation  but  this  apart,  the  co-operation  between  the  site 
licensees  and  the  Council  has  been  of  the  highest  order  and  I hope  the 
co-operation  and  high  standard  will  continue. 

FOOD  HYGIEEB. 

All  food  shops  and  catering  establishments  have  been  regularly 
inspected  throughout  the  yeav.  Most  premises  are  of  a high  standard  and 
leave  little  to  be  desired.  The  few  remaining  are  improving  and  I hope 
for  more  improvements  in  that  direction. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  iilTD  RAILWAY  FREfflSES  ACT,  1963. 

All  registered  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  most 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  Regulations  made  thereunder. 

In  the  main,  only  minor  legal  infringements  were  found,  these  have 
all  been  remedied.
